Today more than 14 persons 
of each 1,000 population in the 
United Stales suffer from ; op­ 
tic ulcers, according to statisti­ 
cians. 
Peptic ulcer, which includes 
ulcer of the stomach and of the 
duodenum, is relatively infre­ 
quent under age 25, but its fre­ 
quency increases sharply with 
age to a peak of 45-54 years. The 
prevalence rate Is slightly low­ 
er in the next 2U years of life 
but then falls to a considerably 
lower level. 
Peptic ulcers are much more 
frequent among men than wom­ 
en, the ratio being 3 to I at all 
ages combined. This ratio in­ 
creases to as much as 4 to I at 
ages 25-34, and then decline* ir­ 
regularly with advance rn age, 
the statisticians said. 
The extent of disability because 
of peptic ulcers is considerable. 
According to die National Health 
Survey, ulcers caused an aver­ 
age of 19.3 days of restricted 
activity each year among per- 
sons suffering from the disease. 
Peptic ulcers also are respon­ 
sible for the loss of a great 
deal of working time. For in­ 
stance, among persons aged 17 
and over, about 50,000 were ab­ 
sent on an average working day 
because of ulcers. And in each 
of the survey years 1957-59, 12 
million day* 
were 
lost 
from 
work, or about 7Vt days per 
person, the statistician* said. 
Compared with frequency, the 
number of deaths attributed to 
the disease is relath cly small — 
about 10.800 in toe U.S. in 1960 
— primarily because medical 
treatment and supervision are 
adequate in most cases. Even 
in hospitalized cases only about 
one third are treated surgically. 
“ Increased efforts are being 
directed to early detection of 
patient who are the more likely 
to need furgtry and. In general, 
the long-term outlook for people

For the first year of life, your 
baby needs very little in the way 
of clothing. The fact is that all 
your baby needs to be clean 
and warm. 
Baby's clothes should 
allow 
Hor growth, be easy to put on 
and take off, be wadable and 
durable. As I point out in my 
book, “Nine Months To Go” 
»(Lippincott), babies don’t like to 
be overdressed, it makes them 
fussy. Babies also don’t like to 
have clothing put over their 
heads. Wrap-around garments 
I will overcome this. 
Here ii a typical minimum la 
j ette list: 
If you plan to use a diaper 
service, you won’t ned a lot of 
diapers, but a dozen or so ex- 
ira diapers will always come in 
i handy. 
Six shirts, long sleeves if it's 
cold, short sleeves if it’a warm. 
Six nightgowns or t rappers. 
Three waterproff pants, part 
plastic or rubberied cotton. Two j 
I sweaters, one wool and one cot-1 


ton. Six pads, 11x8 and rubber 
sheeting to be placed over the 
mattress. Four flannel blankets. 
36x40. One baby bunting or 
coat for cool weather. One wool­ 
en blanket. One package of spec­ 
ial diaper pins. 
A word about diapers. There 
are all sorts and the diaper ser­ 
vice will be glad to show you the 
several kinds that they offer. 
The diaper should be soft and 
absorbent. There 
are 
some 
which have triple thickness cloth 
in the middle and are made so 
that they go around the baby 
with a lot less material left over 
to fold and pm. Make sure you 
see all kinds before you decide 
on the one you will use. The 
disposable 
paper diapers 
are 
very useful if you go visiting 
with baby. 
If at all possible, use a diaper 
service. In the long run, when 
you count the time it takes, the 
amount of detergent, disinfect­ 
ant and trouble involved, using 
a service costs about the same 
and you are sure that diapers 
are germ-free. It takes a lot of 
washing under the right condi­ 
tions to get diapers really clean,

**... I do not regard the present Communist leaders 
as wholly reckless In action. But recent experience, in 
Cuba and, on a lesser scale, In Berlin, has not persuaded 
me that I can predict with confidence the sorts of chal­ 
lenges that Communist leaders will come to think pru­ 
dent and profitable. If they were again to miscalculate 
as dangerously as they did a year ago, it would be essen­ 
tial to confront them, wherever that might be, with the 
full consequences of their action: the certainty of meet­ 
ing immediate, appropriate, and fully effective military 
action. 
“AU of our strengths, Including our 
strategic and tactical nuclear forces, 
contributed last year, and they vwrnld 
Contribute in similar future situa­ 
tions to the effectiveness of our re­ 
sponse, by providing a basis for as­ 
surance that the Soviets would not 
dangerously escalate or shift the lo­ 
cale of the conflict. But above all. in 
order to fashion that response, and 
to promise the Soviets local defeat 
in case of actual ground conflict, we 
had to use every element of the im­ 
provements in combat readiness and 
mobility that had been building over 
the preceding year and a half, in­ 
cluding combat divisions, air transport, and tactical air. 
And the last ingredient was also there: the will to use 
those forces against Soviet troops and equipment. 
“Let us not delude ourselves with obsolete images into 
believing that our nuclear strength*, great as it is, solves 
all of our problems of national security, or that we lack 
the strengths to meet those problems that it does not 
solve. In the contingencies that really threaten—the sort 
that have occurred arid will occur again—we and our 
allies need no longer choose to live with the sense or the 
reality of inferiority to the Soviet Bloc in relevant, effec­ 
tive force. Let us be fully aware of the wide range of our 
military resources, and the freedom they can give us to 
pursue the peaceful objectives of the free world without 
fear of military aggression."
